Our opinion is that number 1 is the leading reason for - 
such.small turn-outs, because for sure, it is impossible to 
lease all the ratepayers and invariably shouts and hol-

sentatives, 

The editorial follows: 

‘* At this time of year rural and urban municipalities 
hold their annual ratepayers’ meetings and elect: those 
who, during the next, year, will have the handling of the 
affairs of the municipality. They will disburse public 
monies, award contracts for work and materials, decide 
questions of importance to all the ratepayers and, in all 
contacts with outside bodies or individuals they will be 
the municipality or town. 

If they follow in the footsteps of a great many of their 
predecessors, as they probably will, they will be cussed 
and discussed at street corner meetings (when the weath- 


is to be done, or is about to be done by our elected repre- 


_ er permits), Janded by one group as farsighted genii, 


lambasted by others as ignoramuses whose motives and 
honesty are not above question. They will be expected to 
solve the eternal ices with lower and less-irksome tax 
levies. Without doult they will offend some and satisfy 
saome—they’ll probably be damned if they do an@damned 
if they don’t and if they can satisfy more than they of- 
fend they may consider that they have done remarkably . 
good work in agg the affairs of the ratepayers. 

All of which is probably as it- should be in a country 
where democratic institutions ndt only give the public 
the right to elect their representatives but also the right 
to criticize them after election. Properly exercised, this 
right ensures that the small group of office-holders shall 
at all times represent the wishés of the'majority of tax: . 
payers and not come unduly under the influence of any 
one group or individual. ‘ 

However, this right of the eg er also entails cer- 
tain responsibilities on the part of the people who pay

the shot and do the criticising. They have a responsi 


; pe fy turn out to annual meetings and hear the reports 
0 


heir elected representatives, not pick up misinforma- 
tion at street corner conventions and formulate their 
opinions upon what they think they know. At annual 
meetings, members of council are generally prepared to 
answer pertinent questions from ratepayers concerning 
public affairs and to explain their reasons for any course 


* of action taken;-Howveer, some years-these annual meet- 


ings are nothing but a farce and the blame, invariably, 
lies with the ratepayers who, unwilling to miss a curling 
game or an extra glass of beer, continue their interest in 
municipal affairs to loud squawks when the council, pre- 
sumably .better informed than the average ratepayer, 
takes some action which does not meet with unanimous 
approval. You can’t have it both ways, you know; either 
you take an interest in the affairs of the ratepayers or 
you delegate that right to other individuals and then 
abide by their decisions. 

Another duty which goes along with. the privilege of 
responsible government is that of turning out to vote and 
also of learning the correct voting procedure. ‘It would 
seem to be a waste of time and effort to drive miles to 
record a vote and then fail to have a voice in the affairs 
of the municipality because of faulty voting procedure. 
As the time for the local government elections draws 
near it is well to remember that the councillors - elected, 
either rural or urban, will be YOUR representatives 
throughout the coming year. They will, be spending 
YOUR money, making YOUR decisions and pledging 
YOUR eredit, And while they will undoubtedly be acting 
in their own best judgement it is only right and proper 
that you should avail yourself of the opportunity to let 
them know your opinions and to choose your represent- 
atives on municipal bodies. Take your part at annual 
meetings and vote at municipal elections, How you vote 
is your own, affair; but making sure that you do vote is 
everybody’s affair.’’ 


The word “conservation” has a 
thrifty meaning. To conserve is to 
save and protect, to leave what we 
‘ourselves enjoy in such good condi- 
tion that others may also share the 


‘enjoyment. Conservation. is the op- 


posite of extravagance and wasteful- 
ness, It is an expression of good man- 
ners to nature and to our fellow men, 
including those of generations not 
yet born, . 

Only a little more than three hun- 
dred years. ago the Whole North 
American continent wag in a state 
which had been very little altered by 
man. It was a temperate-zone Gard- 
en of Eden, the last of the sort that 
existed on earth. In the forested parts 
trees not only covered the ground 
but they also grew to their greatest 
size and then continued to live until 
storms or lightning overthrew them, 


| or until they died of old age. Other 


areas of the continent, where the 
average rainfall was somewhat less, 
were carpeted with long prairie 
grasses which served, like the forest 
and its undergrowth, to bind the soil 
and thus to prevent it from being 
washed away by rainfall and streams 
and 90 to be lost in the eea. The run- 
hing waters were kept under control 
by this cover of vegetation and by 
the spongy humus in the ground, so 
that droughts and floods affected 
them much less than they do today, 
and clear, instead of muddy, water 
furnished a suitable home for huge 
numbers of trout and other. fresh- 
water organisms of many kinds, 
The extraordinary richness of the 
North American plant life in field, 
woodland and river valley was un- 


equalled in any other temperate part

of raw material; most of them w 
obsessed, even until very recently, 
with the vague idea that the treas- 
ures were “limitless” and “inexhaus- 
tible”. Most of the citizens of earlier 


generations knew little or. nothing |- y 


about the complicated and delicate 
interrelations that run all through 
nature, and which mean that, as in a 
living body, an unhealthy condition 
of one part will ultimately be harm- 
ful to all the others. Fifty. years ago 
nature study was not part of the 
school work of children; scientific 
forestry was a new idea in our coun- 
try, lumber wag still cheap because 
it could be brought in any quantity 
from distant woodlands; erosion and 
river floods were not recognized pro- 
blems; modern guns, smokeless pow- 
der and automobiles had not yet 
raised the odds against native game; 
nobody had yet studied long-term 
climatic cycles in relation to proper 
land use; even the word “conserva- 
tion” had nothing of the meaning 
that it has for.us today. 

For the sake of ourselves and our 
descendants, we must now all set 
about repairing the mistakes of our 
ancestors, In view. of the goodly 
heritage they have left us in most 
respects, the task will be a grateful 
one. We must try to restore the bal- 
ance of nature, ' 

The broad significance of conserva- 
tion should, therefore, be made part 
of the awareness of everyone in their 
workaday life. To understand the 
function of the water-‘table in the 
ground is just as important in elem- 
entary asa knowledge of the three 
R’s. Children should learn why all 
watersheds need the protection of 
plant life; why the running currents 
of the brooks and rivers must be 
made to yield their full benefit.to the 
soil. before they finally escape to the 
sea, They should be taught the duty 
of planting trees as well as of cutting 
them and should realize that the old- 
fashioned custom of stripping wood- 
lands clean, and then burning the 
slash, has now become an anti-social 
barbarism, They should learn the 
ecological importance of big, mature 
trees, because living space for most 
of man’s fellow-inhabitants of our 
planet is to be computed not only in 
@quare measure of aurface but also 
in cubic volume above the earth. As 
John Muir wrote, “There is no dearth 
like the hole in the sky when a great 
tree is gone,”” They must learn the 
relations between climate, soil, and 
correct use of the land, because the 
laws that bind these together cannot 
be broken with impunity. They must 
be made aware of the fundamental 
error behind most attempt sto “con- 
trol” animals supposedly objection- 
able to man, As a matter of fact, we 
cannot indiscriminately kill off even 
insects on a large scale without dan- 
ger of doing more harm than good 
both to nature and ourselves, They 
must be informed that most of the 
land-drainage accomplished hag led 
to results in which the damage has 
far outweighed the good, They must 
come to see that the more we can 
keep, the more we shall all have; that 
many wild flowers are best enjoyed 
where they grow instead of in vases; 
that game is a crop, of which we can 
harvest only the surplus; that nature 
is most rewarding when as many as 
possible of its elements are left in 
their primeval relation. This kind of
